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Annual Report of Secretary 


LADIES: 


HE tenth year of the San Francisco Nursery for Home- 
less Children has been successfully passed, and it is 
with pleasure that the report of the last twelve months 

is presented. Thetwelve regular business meetings and three 
special meetings have been well attended, besides a number 
of meetings for sewing and mending. On the first of January, 
1899, the Matron reported sixty-two children in the Nursery. 
Since that time fifty-one have been admitted and forty removed, 
making one hnndred and thirteen who have been cared for 
during the year. At the present time, January Ist, 1900, 
there are seventy-three children in the Nursery. During the 
year one of our most helpful members, Mrs. James Dunn, was 
taken from us ana through her death the Nursery sustained a 
great loss. The, many changes which have occurred this 
year, including the change of the Matron, has made the work 
very hard for some of us, but we feel now, that with the 
beginning of a new year, we shall go forward. We wish to 
thank Dr, Guy E. Manning for his faithful work, and also Dr. 
QO. B. Burns, dentist, for his gratuitous services, which have 
saved the children much suffering. ‘To the San Francisco 
Branch of the Needlework Guild of America for three 
hnndred and thirty-two garments ; to the Beehive Circle for 
one hundred and sixty-seven articles; to the Girls’ Auxiliary, 
to the Mizpah Club, to Wells, Fargo & Co., who kindly con- 
sent to send parcels not exceeding fifty pounds in weight free 
of charge; to the Market Street Railway Company for free 
transportation of the children to the Park, and to our many 
friends who continue their gifts from year to year, and to all 
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others to whom we are indebted, we extend our most sincere 
thanks. Our Corresponding Secretary has written one hun- 
dred and fifty-two letters during the year. 

In conclusion we trust that the new year will bring to 
our friends and to our Nursery the best of good fortune and 
prosperity.

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Report of Visiting Physician. 


Lo the Officers and Members of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the San Francisco Nursery for Homeless 
Children: 


LADIES:— 


“Men may come and men may go, 
But I go on forever’’— 


is a couplet which seems to apply to my case, as in finishing 
my eighth year in the institution, and looking backward I 
notice the changes which have followed one another, often in 
rapid succession. Homes, presidents, managers, matrons, 
nurses and children I have seen pass before me, till now there 
are but one or two of us, who like old veterans, can congregate 
to call up reminiscences of the early days. ‘To one of these 
who has so lately been called away, I wish to pay my deepest 
respect, for she was the first to welcome me when I engaged 
in this work, and has always aided me with words of kindness 
and encouragement. 

It is with the greatest pleasure that I present to you once 
more a blank death list. With the greatest pleasure, because 
it is the third successive year; with the greatest pleasure, 
because in three different cases I feared it could not be so. 
Such a report may mean innumerable visits, does mean much 
time, offen means great anxiety and worry, but if at the end 
of the year such a statement can be presented to you it repays 
me for all. 

The health of the Nursery at present is good. ‘The in- 
firmary contains but one child, and he is there for safety and 
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to prevent exposure more than on account of the gravity of 
his ailment. We began the year with an epidemic of measles, 
which was an heirloom left us by ’98, but from which all re- 
covered nicely. During the spring and early summer we had 
an easy time, with but little to do, but in the last few months 
we have had more real severe and serious cases than have 
been in the Home for some time. Inflammatory rheumatism, 
bronchitis, meningitis and a couple of low fevers closely fol- 
lowed each other or encroached upon our accommodations in 
the infirmary at the same time. The case of our eight- 
month-old infant and its seriousness is too fresh in your mind 
to need reciting. Many of the children were at one time 
vaccinated, and the sore arms produced thereby have, in 
several cases, been so severe, that the Nursery for a period re- 
sembled a Red Cross hospital. 


I have made some seventy-three or four visits, during 
one spell of sickness visiting twice a day for several days, and 
spending the greater part of one night in attendance at the 
bedside. ‘There have been 395 prescriptions made during the 
same length of time, but understand, that does not represent 
the health of the institution, as many of them were for slight 
ailments. During the year I have examined forty-eight 
children for admission, one of which was rejected on account 
of health detrimental to the institution, and one was put on 
probation and afterwards admitted. 

To Dr. A. C. Peterson I must return my thanks for aid 
and suggestions in three cases afflicted with eye troubles. To 
my confreres, Drs. Ward and Boericke, the consulting phy- 
sicians, who always stand in readiness to help me, I also re- 
turn thanks; and finally, to you ladies, one and all, who aid 
me more than all others by expressions of confidence and 
friendliness, and a willingness to permit me absolute control 
of the sick, and thereby uphold my hands and give me the 
confidence which I otherwise might not have. 
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May you receive the thanks of the community and of 
the friends of the Nursery, even as you receive mine.

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PREAMBLE. 


WHEREAS, The members of the Incorporation incorporated as the 
‘‘San Francisco Female Hospital,” by certificate filed in the office of 
the Clerk of the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, 
on the first day of March, 1878, have found that the objects and pur- 
poses expressed in said certificate are not work which is required of said 
corporation, and the members of said corporation desire to change their 
work, and incorporate themselves as a benevolent corporation under 
the provisions of the Civil Code of the State of California; now therefore, 

Resolved, That all persons who are members—honorary, life or 
annual—of the San Francisco Female Hospital are associated together 
for the purpose of forming a corporation for the care of Homeless 
Children. 





ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 


March 24, 1892. 

KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, That we, the undersigned, 
have this day voluntarily associated ourselves together for the purpose 
of forming a corporation under the laws of the State of California. And 
we hereby certif y— 

first. That the name of said corporation is SAN FRANCISCO 
NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 

Second, That the purposes for which it is formed are: To obtain 
and receive by gift, bequest, devise, barter or purchase, land or property 
in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, and to 
erect buildings to be used for the purpose of a Home for little ones 
under twelve years. 

Third. That the place where its principal business is to be trans_ 
acted shall be in the City and County of San Francisco, State of 
California. 

Fourth. That the term for which it is to exist is fifty years from 
and after the date of its incorporation. 

fifth. That the number of its Directors or Trustees shall be five, 
and the names and residences of those who are appointed for the first year 
and until their successors are elected and qualified, are: StpNEY M. 
SMITH, San Francisco; C. M. GorHam, San Francisco; JAMES H. 
DOBINSON, San Francisco; C. S. WRIGHT, San Francisco; DR. JAMES 
W. WARD, San Francisco. 

Sixth. That there is no capital stock and there are no shares. 

Seventh. That no capital stock has been subscribed for. 
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BY -LAWS. 


ARTICLE 
The name of this Society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 


HOMELESS CHILDREN. 
ARTICLE II. 


OBJECTS. 

The objects of this society shall be: to obtain and receive by gift, 
devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and County of 
San Francisco, in the State of California ; to erect or lease buildings and 
furnish the same, to be used, under the direction of the Board of Man- 
agers, for the purpose of a Home for poor children under twelve years 
of age, needing care and protection, and to receive State Aid, member- 
ship fees, and any donations, the same to be disbursed for the mainte- 
nance of said children. 

ARTICLE III. 


MEMBERSHIP, 


SECTION I. Any person making a single payment of fifty dollars 
to the funds of the Society shall be a life member. Any child under 
sixteen years of age, making a single payment of twenty-five dollars 
shall be a life member. Any person making a single payment of 
twenty dollars shall be an honorary member, and any person making an 
annual payment of two and one-half dollars shall be an annual member. 


ARTICLE IV. 


TRUSTEES. 


SECTION I. The Trustees of this Society shall consist of a Board of 
five men, who shall be members of this Society, and shall be elected by 
the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and shall hold office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SEC. 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct and 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be their 
duty in all important matters to consult with the Board of Managers as 
a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting they shall render to 


the Society a full report of all property, real and personal, held in trust 
by them.

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SEC. 3. Vacancies in the Board occurring between annual meet- 
ings may be filled by election by the remaining Trustees. 


SEC. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, at their first meeting after 
their election. 


SEC. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. The Vice-President shall, in the 
absence of the President, perform the duties of the President. The 
Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board and shall 
keep its accounts. 

SEC. 6. The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep and account 
for all money that may come into his hauds from all sources. Al] money 
received by the Treasurer of the Board of Irustees for building or other 
specific purposes, shall be held subject only to the joint order of the 
Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers, 


ARTICLE V. 
MANAGERS, 


SECTION I. The Managers of this Society shall consist of a Board 
of twenty-four women who shall be members of the Society, who shall 
be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meetin 


g, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 


If any 
member of the Board of Managers is absent three consecutive nieetings, 


except by reason of sickness or absence from home, her place may be 
declared vacant, and all vacancies in the Board which may occur between 
its annual meetings, may be filled by the remaining Managers. 


SEC. 2. Inorder to carry out the objects of the Society, the Board of 
Managers shall have power to devise and adopt measures to that end, to 
make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, and to control such 
funds of the Society as may be necessary and applicable for its current 
expenses. The Board shall make its own By-Laws and all rules and 
regulations necessary for the proper government of the Home. 


SEC. 3. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number a 
President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one Corres- 
ponding Secretary anda Treasurer. The Board may accept the voluntary 
services of such visiting and consulting physiciansas it may deem proper 
for any necessary medical atrendance, and who shall receive written 
notice of his appointment from the Recording Secretary. The President 
of the Board of Managers, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, or, in 
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case all are absent, any member present, elected by the meeting, shall 
preside at all meetings, both of the Board of Managers and of the 
Society. The President, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, or any 
three members concurring, shall have the power to call a special meet- 
ing. Atall meetings, either regular or special, five members of the 
Board of Managers shall constitute a quorum. The President may 
appoint such committees as miay be necessary.. 


SEC. 4. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of every meeting and make an annual report of the same, 
and shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its regular or 
special meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary or of 

. some committee appointed for the purpose, to keepacorrect record of all 
inmates admitted to the Nursery, the date of admission, their names 
and nationalities, those of their parents. and whether alive or dead, and 
their last residence. 


) SEC. 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written acknowl- 
edgment of all donations, and keep a list of the names of the donors. 


SEC. 6. The Treasurer shall have chargeof the funds, subject to the 
order of the Board ; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts and 
expenditures, and shall report their amount at the monthly meetings, 
as also at the annual meetings of the Society. She shall also keep a 
list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 
MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS. 


SECTION I. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first ‘uesday of each month. The annual meetingsof the Society 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in January of each year, at which 
time the election of Trustees, Managers and Officers shall take place. 
All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees and Managers shall be 
Hl chosen to serve for one year, and until their successors shall be elected 

| and qualified. One judge of election and two tellers shall be appointed 
by the President, the tellers to receive the ballots, the judge to count the 
votes in the presence of the tellers, and the person receiving the 
| majority of the votes to be declared elected. All members of the 
| Society in good standing shall be entitled to vote at all meetings of the 
Society. 


SEC. 2 At all meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist of not 
less than e.even members present. 
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SEC. 3. The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary. 


SEC. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in San 
Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjournment. 


ARTICLE VII. 
AMENDMENTS. 


SECTION I. These By-Laws may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any regular or special meeting of the 
Society ; provided, such alteration or amendment shall have been pro- 
posed at a meeting of the Board of Managers held not less than one 
month previous.

S Secretary of the Girls’ Auxiliary it is my duty and 
pleasure to submit to you the following report for the 
year 1899. 

The Girls’ Auxiliary has a membership of thirteen active, 
fourteen associate and five honorary members. 

During the year seven business meetings have been held. 
The sewing meetings have been irregular. We have handed 
in sixty-nine bibs, five aprons and sixteen waists. To the 
Daughters of the King we are indebted for the making of fif- 
teen waists and six aprons. 

We have purchased during the year one hundred and 
twenty-five pairs of shoes and twenty-seven pairs overalls.

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BY-LAWS OF THE GIRLS’ AUXILIARY 


— OF THE — 


Board of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 


SECTION I. This society shall be known as “The Girls’ Auxiliary 
in the Board of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children.’’ 


OBJECTS. 
SEC. 2. To assist the Managers to care and provide for the children. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Sec. 3. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues shall 
constitute either active or associate membership. 


ARTICLE II. 
MEETINGS. 


SECTION I. Business meetings shall be held on the second Monday 
afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. The 
Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each member 

SEC. 2. Sewing meetings shall be held on Thursday morning at 
the Nursery, for the purpose of sewing for the children of the Nursery. 

SEC. 3. Special meetings may be called by the President or at the 
request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which shall 
be sent toevery member. Five shall constitute a quorum of member- 
ship of twenty or less. 


ARTICLE III. 
DUES. 


SECTION I. Dues shall be twenty-five cents monthly for both 
active and associate members. 
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SEC. 2. The Auxiliary may by majority vote elect honorary 
members. 

SEC. 3. Any member absent from a regular business meeting, 
without a legal excuse, shall be fined twenty-five cents. 

SEC. 4. Any member agreeing to be present at a joint meeting of 
the Managers and Auxiliary and failing to do so shall be fined twenty- 
five cents. 


ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS. 


SECTION I. The Officers of the Auxiliary shall be President, Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

SEC. 2. The Officers shall be elected annually on the first meeting 
in February. 

A special election to fill a vacancy in office may be held at any 
regular business meeting, due notice of the same being given by postal 
to all regular members. 

An officer absent three consecutive meetings, either business or 
sewing, without a legal excuse, the office of the same shall be declared 
vacant. 

SEC. 3. A majority vote by ballot of those present shall be neces- 
sary toelect. The Secretary must notify all members of the time and 
place of election. 


ARTICLE V. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION I. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Auxiliary and shall appoint all committees. 

In the absence of the President the Vice-President shall preside, and 
in the absence of both President and Vice-President a President pro 
tem. shall be elected. 

SEC. 2. The Secretary shall keep the records and attend to the 
correspondence of the Auxiliary. She shall embody in her records the 
name of the member making or seconding a motion, also the amount of 
money received or distributed by the Treasurer. 

SEC. 3. The Treasurer shall receive all money due the Auxiliary, 
receipt for the same, and pay all bills against the Auxiliary, after the 
same have been approved, and report to the Secretary the amount of 
receipts and disbursements. She shall make an itemized report monthly 
to the Auxiliary of all receipts and disbursements. 
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ARTICLE VI. 
COMMITTEES. 


SECTION I. The President shall appoint an Auditing Committee 
of three, whose duty it shall be to examine and audit all bills and 
reports, and any committees for special duties that may become 
necessary. 

ARTICLE VII. 


SECTION I. Any part of these By-Laws may be suspended by the 
unanimous vote of those present at a business meeting. 

SEc. 2. Any amendment of these By-Laws must be made in 
writing and read at two consecutive meetings before being acted upon.
